Starting Off Well 
Edmonton's new trolley busses are 


popular. Perhaps part of their popular- 
ity is due to their newness. At present they 
undoubtedly get the preference where a 
passenger has the choice of taking a bus 
or a street car. Maybe when the novel- 
ty wears off the partiality of the travelling 
public will be less marked. Be that as it 
may, in the first month of operation the 
busses turned in a profit of more than $1,- 
200, while the cars earned something more 
than $200 above expenses. 

From the showing up to date it is a 
safe prediction that no more cars will be 
bought, those now in use being replaced by 
busses as they wear out, and busses being 
employed where new lines are opened. In 
this matter of replacing the track cars 
with the trackless type, Edmonton is mov- 
ing slower than many other cities. In sev- 
eral the change-over has been made at one 
stroke. But there seems no doubt the 
street car is definitely headed for disuse, 
and that ten years hence there will be few 
if any of them trundling their noisy ways 
along Edmonton streets. 

One thing is observable from the pat- 
rons’ point of view. As a bus accommo- 
dates fewer passengers than a street car, 
it will be necessary to run more busses 
than cars to provide an equally satisfac- 
tory service at the rush hours. 


Getting Results 


Netherlands took the

This commerce has not 
hitherto been interfered with, and there 
was no hint of interference until Admiral 
Raeder launched his undeclared attempt 
to destroy all shipping in the adjacent 
waters. While the occasion of the tieing 
up of the merchant ships of the Nether- 
lands may be refusal of German firms to 
ship goods which are likely to fall into 
Allied hands, the real cause of the tie-up 
is the Nazi decision to wage general ‘‘war” 
against all seagoing It is to Ber- 
lon, not London or Paris, the ship-owners 
should protest. 

About one-third of the goods leaving 
Belgian ports since the war started were 
German goods, and a large proportion of 
the trade from Netherlands ports has also 
been German. The Allied decision to seize 
such exports is evidently having early and 
important results.

not go to the trouble to notify neutrals, as 


required by the convention, where they 
have placed them. In the case of ‘“‘drift- 
ers” that would be useless anyway, since 
the mines wander where the wind and the 
currents may take them. 

Naturally the sudden employment of 
these forbidden weapons and methodls 
has taken a heavy toll of neutral and 
Allied ships, the neutrals suffering more 
in tonnage lost than the Allies. Despite 
their record, sea captains evidently count- 
edon the Nazis refraining from this par- 
Ucularly fiendish type of indicriminate 


“warfare,” and took their ships into wat- 
ers which had been sown with the un- 
moored and magnetic mines. That more 
victims will fall prey to the treachery is 
altogether probable. Some no doubt will 
be German submarines or surface raiders, 
if these venture abroad in the North Sea 
and the English Channel. 


Neither the drifting mine nor the mag- 
netic mine is a new invention; and the pos- 
sibility of dropping either type from an 
airplane has been obvious. There was 
nothing to prevent British airmen in their 
flights over Germany strewing the waters 
of every North Sea German port with 
both types. Nothing, that is, but a decent 
regard for the rules of war, and a civilized 
disinclination to make ‘war’ on merchant 
sailors and civilian passengers on German 
or neutral ships. They didn’t do it. 

That marks the difference between the 
kind of government that will prevail in 
Europe if the Allies win and the temper 
and methods of the dictatorship to which 
that continent will be subjected should 
Hitler win. 


Putting It on the Carpenter 


Herr Himmler, chief of the Gestapo, 
has decided who is to be punished for the 
Munich bombing. His selection is the 
luckless carpenter who was arrested 
shortly after the affair on the ground that 
he had repaired the gallery of the beer- 
hall last August and might thus have 
planted the bomb in advance. He is said 
to have confessed after three days’ incar- 
ceration in the care of the Gestapo—after 
what varieties of torture is not stated. 

His prompter is represented to be Otto 
Strasser, a former lieutenant of the 
Fuehrer, who fled the country after his 
brother had been murdered in the famous 
“purge”. And, as a matter of course, 
British intelligence agents are accused of 
supplying the money. So far, Mr. Chur- 
chill does not seem to have been allotted a 
role in the drama. 

Esler may or may not have planted the 
bomb. That Strasser would urge him to 
do so seems likely enough; he had plenty 


of cause, and appears to be sorry the 
thing went off too late. London flatly 
denies that any British agent had any- 


thing to do with the plot. 

So far as Himmler has got therefore 
is to fix the blame on disaffected Nazis; 
whether the right ones or the wrong ones 
probably won't make any difference to 
Esler. The Gestapo is thus presumably 
freed from the very natural suspicion 


that it had a hand in the business, atten- 
tion is steered away from Herr Goering, 
and confidence may again prevail in the 
higher circles of Nazidom.

“Lest We Forget” 


Citizens of a country that is at war are con- 
fronted with a double set of responsibilities. 
War makes immediate demands which must be 
satisfied promptly. At the same time there are 
social problems which require equally prompt 
attention. While soldiers and arms are being 
dispatched there remain a number of civilian 
corps to which the nation owes protection and 
maintenance, These are the destitute, the handi- 
capped, the helpless young and aged, who con- 
tinue to depend upon the existing social services 
for succor, 

The response to war service is gratifying. 
But this is only part of the task to defend 
Canada’s interests. The other important duty is 
to maintain morale among the people who are 
left behind. Many of these are now in the care 
of social agencies, and without this care will fall 
by the wayside. 

Thus war makes especially urgent the ap- 
peal of the social service organizations. War 
conditions and war psychology create new sets 
of confusing economic problems and _ serious 
spheres of conflict in marital and family life.

In a special War Budget presented to the House of 
Commons a revised estimate of totalexpenditures and 
receipts for the current fiscal year ending March 3lst, 
1940, was tabled. Through upward revisions in customs, 


excise, sales taxes, and income taxes the Minister hopes 


to raise an extra $40,000,000. during the period, leaving 
an anticipated deficit of nearly $100,000,000, for the 
year.

SECURITIES. 

Total Dominion and Provincial Securities maturing 
within the next two vears amount to $26,128,054. as 
compared with $16,048,031. a year ago—an increase 
of $10,080,023., and constituting a further reserve of 
over 15% against our total liabilities. Included in the 
amount is a substantial holding of Dominion of Canada 
Treasury Bills all maturing within 90 days. Dominion 
of Canada and Provincial direct and guaranteed 
securities not exceeding market value and maturin 
over two years hence total $43,848,582. as compare 
with $33,458,273. last year—an increase of $10,390,309, 
I might tell you that of this total nearly 50% matures 
in the period between 2 and 5 vears hence. Municipal 
securities at Rot more than market value total $6,196,- 
598, compared with $5,071,147. a year ago, a moderate 
increase of $1,125,000., and making our total holdings 
of Dominion, Provincial and Municipal securities, 
including a small amount $35,863., of other bonds, 
debentures and stocks, $76,209,099, an intiease vf 
$21,581,998. over last vear's figures of $54,627,101, 
I would point out that of this increase approximately 
§0°% is in Dominion and Provincial securities, including 
Treasury Bills maturing within the next two years. 

I think you will agree that your Bank is in a liquid 
condition which will enable it to meet the requirements 
of its customers, do its part in any call that may be 
made upon it in furthering the War, and handle such 
new business as will come its way. 

CALL LOANS, 

Call Loans at $5,200,024. again show a contraction 
of $254,357. from the figure of $5,454,381. given yousa 
year ago. This contraction is, | think, moderate in 
view of Stock Market conditions. 

Loans to Provincial Governments at $587,928. 
show a substantial reduction from the figure of $6,354,- 
077. at which they stood last year. This reduction is 
not due to loss of any business, but to the repayment 
of certain special transactions. 

Loans to Cities, Towns, Municipalities and 
School Districts now stand at $7,393,783. as com- 
pared with $7,857,618. last year—an ordinary fluctua- 
tion due to better collections. 

Coming down to the item of Current Loans and 
Discounts in Canada, | am once more glad to report 
to you that these show a substantial increase, the total 
being $64,080,745. as compared with $58,274,754. a 
year ago—an increase of $5,805,991.—or nearly 10%. 
To a considerable extent this increase is the result of a 
much larger crop harvested in Western Canada and to 
the increased activity in various lines of business 
following the declaration of War. 

BANK PREMISES. 

During the past year new Premises were crected at 
South Porcupine, Ont. and our premises at St. Thomas 
West End branch were purchased 

You will note from the Profit and Loss Account that 
$100,000. has again been written off our Bank Premises 
and the total now stands at $5,850,776. as compared 
with $5,946,044. The other items on our Balance 
Sheet, namely—Non-Current Loans, Real Estate other 
than Bank Premises, Mortgages on Real Estate Sold 
by the Bank, and Other Assets all stand at moderate 
amounts—the total of the four amounting to $799,771. 
as compared with $924,210. last year. 

As is customary we have received from all our 
branches special reports on business conditions in their 
respective localities as at the present time. I ain glad 
to be able to advise you that these are uniformly 
satisfactory and indicate a substantial improvement, 
the only industry where improvement still is slow is in 
construction, Crops, as you know, have been good 
throughout Ontario and particularly in the West; 
Industries are busy; unemployment is reduced; our 
Mines show increased production and woods operations 
are on a larger scale than last year. ‘This situation is, 
of course, in a measure being brought about by war 
activities but it is my opinion that the movement was 
on the way before the outbreak of hostilities. In 
connection with our increased business activities it is 
only fitting to note that as a result of the War these 
activities are being more and more controlled and 
regulated, We aré fully prepared to aceept this as a 
necessity in the best interests of the country, and to 
co-operate whole-heartedly in the carrying out of 
these regulations, but perhaps it might not be out of 
place to express the hope that when their necessity has 
passed our Governments will not forget that within 
the limitations of the law it is the inherent right of 
every individual to manage his own affairs. 

BRANCHES.
